SOUTHE 
RN 

AFRICA, IN CONJUNCTION WITH WESTERN OIL COMPANIES, PLAN TO USE 
"EVERY TRICK IN THE BOOK" TO UNDERMINE THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR IN 
ZIMBABWE. 

THE PAPER REPORTS PRESIDENT KAUNDA AS CALLING FOR THE 
PLUGGING OF SUCH LOOPHOLES WHEREVER THEY EXISTED THROUGH UNITY 
AND VIGILANCE. 

THE PRESIDENT, ACCORDING TO THE 'TIMES', REITERATED HIS 
GOVERNMENT'S STAND ON MAJORITY RULE IN ZIMBABWE AND FULL SUPPORT 
FOR THE FORCES FIGHTING THE WHITE MINORITY GOVERNMENTS IN THE 
REGION. 
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THE ZAMBIA DAILY MAIL’, ALSO REPORTING ON THE PRESIDENT'S 
MESSAGE, WHICH WAS RELEASED TO MARK "AFRICA FREEDOM DAY," SAYS

IN ANOTHER FRONT PAGE REPORT, THE TIMES OF ZAMBIA' SAYS A 
SWAPO - THE SOUTH WEST AFRICAN PEOPLE'S ORGANIZATION - GUERRILLA, 

WHO WAS WOUNDED AND CAPTURED DURING A GUNBATTLE WITH SOUTH 
AFRICAN 

TROOPS IN WINDHOEK, NAMIBPA, LAST YEAR, IS EXPECTED TO BE EXECUTED 
TODAY. QUOTING A STATEMENT RELEASED IN LUSAKA BY SWAPO, THE PAPER 
REPORTS THAT THE NAMIBIAN LIBERATION MOVEMENT IS NOW CALLING ON THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO DISSUADE AFRICA FROM "COMMITTING 
MURDER." THE NEWSPAPER NAMED THE MAN FACING DEATH AS MR. NDVUVU 
PHILEMON NANGOLOO WHO IT SAYS IS UNDER SENTENCE OF DEATH AS AN

INTERVIEW THAT DELAYED MAJORITY RULE IN THE SOUTHERN AFRICAN 
REGION HAS MADE THE SITUATION MORE URGENT, POTENTIALLY MORE 
DESTRUCTIVE, AND THREATENS TO TRIGGER OFF A MASSIVE CONFLICT IN 
WHICH SOUTH AFRICA CAN BECOME A TARGET." 

THE PAPER SAYS MR. BRZEZINSKI POINTED OUT IN THE INTERVIEW

IN THE SAME STORY MR. YOUNG ALSO REPORTEDLY DESCRIBES 
RUSSIANS AS THE WORLD'Y WORST RACISTS, SWEDES AS TERRIBLE RACISTS 
AND SAID SOUTH AFRICA WILL BECOME MORE REACTIONARY BEFORE IT 
BREAKS. 

THE MAIL’ ALSO REPORTS AN EXCHANGE OF FIRE BETWEEN ZAMBIAN 
SECURITY FORCES AND SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS. WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON 
AT SESHEKE, A SMALL ZAMBEZI RIVER TOWN IN WESTERN ZAMBIA BORDERING 
NAMIBIA. 

A SPOKESMAN FOR PRESIDENT KAUNDA, ACCORDING TO THE PAPER, 
ANNOUNCED WEDNESDAY NIGHT THAT THE EXCHANGE OF FIRE OCCURED 
WHEN SOUTH AFRICAN TROOPS "PROVOKED" THE ZAMBIAN FORCES WHICH 
QUICKLY RESPONDED "AND SILENCED THE ENEMY." 

THE MAIL’ SAYS IT IS THE FIRST TIME ZAMBIAN AND SOUTH AFRICAN 
TROOPS HAVE OPENLY CLASHED. ITEM USIS LUSAKA.
